Charles W. Couldock, whose serious ill-
ness was announced In last week's paper,
¢led at his home in New York Sunday even-
ing cf dropsy of the heart. Hls Is the latest
death during a perlod remarkable for the
number of notable members of the theatrical
profession who hnve passed away. Mr. Coul-
dock was the oldest actor in Amerlea, hav-
ing reached B3, and he has been upon the
stage for more than half a century. This
veteran of the theater left behind a record
rich in achlevement and a life respected by
all who knew him. For some unknown cause
bis fame In the years of his maturity rested
upon an impersonation hardly worthy of his
powers as an actor, but theatrleal history
will set him down for what he was really
worth. In other circumstances he might
have left a deeper Impression as an actor of
the classic parts, for his career once prom-
fsed eminence in such parts. It was, how-
evor, his fortune (o be cast In other lines and
the younger gencration remembers him only
for the work he performed in his later days.
Within less than two years the American
stage has also lost Mrs, John Drew, Thomas
Keene, Joseph Proctor, Charles T. Parsloe,
W. J. Scanlon, Harry Meredith, Charlolte
Thompeon, Margaret Mather, Fanny Daven-
port and others who adorned it.

The securing, last Tuesday, of the control
of the Columbia theater, 8t, Louls, and the
Greal Northern theater, Chicago, by the
cologsal vaudeville organization of which
Morris Meyerfeld, president of the Waller
Orpheum company, Is the head, has entirely
changed the complexion of the vaudeville
business of this country. Where formerly
there wers seven great vaudeville organ-
{zations operating, there are now but two—
the Walter Orpheum company and the Kelth
& Proctor company. Everything In the
country outslde of New York, Philadelphla,
Albany and ome or two other citles in the
east Is controlled by the Walter Orpheum
company, Thelr elrcult of theaters num-
bers thirty-nine and extend from Chlcago
and New Orleans to the Paclfic coast.

Houses are filled with a respectable audi-
ence and the momentous query Is ever pres-
ent, “How much of it |a paper?" And stlll
the people will not come. Now be it under-
stood that this Ils not a wholesale assort-
ment of charges ngainst the peaceful and
law-ablding ecitlzens of the very proper city
of Omaha. The same conditions exlst almost
everywhere else.

With the advent of Mr. Watterson, who Is
laboring earnestly for the cause of the bost
musele, things have taken on a lively alr.

& decent Instrument, s Inspiring. The
Catholic church has all the advantages as
before mentioned and with them the re-
sponsibllities.
